made it clear March 28, that it did not} 
want to maintain its demand if Great 
Britain and the United States deemed 
{t to be objectionable. Since that date 
the French government has confined 
{tself to claiming that the coal of the 
Saar Valley was to France asa part of 
the reparation. 

Inadequate Compensation. 

“This principle was agreed to by all} 
parties as it is recognized that the 
transfer of the mines to France {is but 
Jnadequate compensation for the havoc 
deliberately wrought in Northern 
Wrance by the Germans, The solution 
of the Saar problem was suggested 
last week by Mr. Lioyd George. It con- 
sists in giving the Saar a kind of au- 
tonomy very much resembling that of 
Luxembourg. Under such a scheme the 
local authorities would remain free 
from any interference on the part of 
either the French or the German ad- 
ministration, the political status of the 
district being besides guaranteed by 
the league of nations, That suggestion 
was carefully worked out by a sub- 
committee. The scheme was laid be- 
fore the council of four early iast week

‘ONLY TEMPORARY 
OWA. a6. AY 


Freight Refusal Is of Short 
Duration 


Regarding the McMurray dispatch 
appearing In this (Monday) morning's 
Bulletin protesting against the railway 
embargo on freight shipments to Mc- 


Murray, N. Rathbone Smith, chief en- 
gineer and general manager of the 
railway, says that the refusal to accept 
freight is only tempcrary, pending the 
repair of the grade where the recent 
accident occurred, and the establish- 
ment of better transportation condi- 
tions along the line. The track is un- 
safe in spots at present owing to the 
frost coming out in soft places in the 
roadbed. This condition will improve 
as the moisture from the winter's 
snow dries away. Another trouble ts 
the bridge across the Christina river. 
This bridge has gone out with the 
rush of water in each of the last two 
springs. It has not gone this spring as 
yet but may do so if there is a sudden 
freshet. It is thought wiser to wait un- 
til the danger to this bridge is past 
before taking any more freight. 

Up to the present time 75 cars of 
freight have been taken north to the 
end of steel. There is one car at Lac 
la Biche affected by the embargo, and 
three cars have been offered at Ed- 
monton since the embargo was de- 
clared, 

If the weather is favorable the grade 
will be repaired, the track become firm 
and the Christina bridge safe enough 
to admit of traffic being resumed be- 
fore navigation will be open through 
Lake Athabasca.

25,000 Square Miles in 
France Blasted 


From University of Alberta Soldiers’ 
News Letter, April 9th. 

“Dad” Ottewell writes from 49, Bed- 
ford Square, London, W.C.I., after @ 
nine week's tour in France, Belgium 
and Germany. There are some remarks 
of his which will enforce the sugges- 
tions of Capt. MacLeod's letter of last 
week. “It is impossible to imagine 
the awful condition of a large part of 
France and Belgium, particularly 
France, Over an area of about 25,000 
square miles the country is absolutely 
blasted, the towns and villages ground 
to powder, and every bit of the ground 
churned up with every type of shell 
and explosive, to say nothing of the 
hundreds of miles or trenches and 
barbed wire entanglements. Through 
all this area there is not a.sign of life 
|exrept an occasional Chines6 labor 
party (Dad spells it “labour” but we 
are teo old to pick up those little 
wrinkles now ourselves), or prisonera 
of war party, or crows and ravens.... 
I wish it were possible for some of the 
mealy-mouthed pacifists in Canada 
and elsewhere to be taken on a tour 
through France.” I wonder if it would

Lands to be sold for arrears must 
be fully advertised and then offered 
at public auction, with the municipa- 
ilty given every right to bid in for 
any property, The period of redemp- 
tion is*to be within one year from 
the date 6f sale with interest at the 
rate of ten per cent. 

Universal Half Holiday. 

While all the speakers thereon ex- 
pressed their sympathy with the prin- 
ciple of the bill, the act introduced as 
a public measure last week by W. M.

In connection with the prolonged investigation into the Forster 
charges against Lucien Boudreau, The Bulletin herewith publishes 
in full the finding of the majority and the minority of the public 
accounts committee of the legislature which conducted the probe. 


The minority finding is contained 


in a notice of resolution given by 


A. F. Ewing, and to be moved in the legislature on Tuesday next. 


The reports are as follows:

Report of the Standing Committee on 
Public Accounts as to Certain 
Matters Referred to the Commit- 
tee on the 21st Day of March, 
1919, 


To the Legislative Assembly:— 
On the 21st day of March, 1919, the 


house instructed your committee to in- 
vestigate the truth or falsity of the 
statements of Mr. Forster, contained 
in the following portion of a letter, 
dated November 25th, 1918:— 

“On Friday afternoon, the 8th in- 
stant, when our mutual friend, the 
momber for St. Albert, who was not ‘a 
privileged person’ within the meaning 
of the Liquor Act, purchased in the 
vendor's store some four hundred dol- 
lars’ worth of liquor and after delivery 
being refused without payment by one 
employee he was allowed to remove 
the liquors from the etore without 
payment. I think the transaction in- 
volves two infractions of the Liquor 
Act. I happened to be tn the store 
with two auditors turning over the 
stocks to my successor in office, A 
person would have to be both lacking 
in honor and recreant to the duties 
of office to condone and paliiate the 
doing of government business along 
such lines,” 
and to report to the house with all 
convenient epeed.

In effect there are two statements 
contained in the above excerpt from 
Mr. Forster's letter—namely: 

i. That the member for St. Albert, 
“who was not a privileged person, 
within the meaning of the Liquor Act, 


purchased” liquor from the vendor's | 


store. 

2. That “after delivery being refus- 
ed without payment by one employee, 
he was allowed to remove the liquors 
from the store without payment.” 

The evidence shows  conclusiveiy 
that the member for St. Albert (Mr. 
Boudreau) is a shareholder in the 
Dominion Drug Limited, a company 
then carrying on the business of 
chemists and druggists in the city of 


Edmonton, and that M. J. Rowland, | 


a regularly qualified and registered 
druggist of the province of Alberta, is 
also a member of the company, and 
was manager of the drug store, and 
therefore that the said drug store was 
entitled, under the Alberta Pharma- 
ceutical Association Act, to regularly 
carry on business, and that Mr, Bou- 
dreau, in all transactions with the 
vendor merely acted for the company 
and not personally, and therefore was 
entitled to purchase liquor from the 
vendor, and the yendor was entitled 
to sell and deliver the same to him in 
that capacity under the terms and re- 
quirements of the Liquor Act. 

As to 1, the question, therefore, as 
to whether Mr, Boudreau personally 
was a privileged person or not, does 
not arise, under the circumstances. 

As to 2, it is only fair to Mr. Forster 
to say that during the discussion in 


the house, on the question of the ref- | 


erence to the committee, a telegram 
was read by the premier from Mr, 
Yorster, in which he stated in effect 
that he knew nothing of the facts 
personally, but that he made this 
statement on the strength of informa- 
tion given him by Mr. Downey, and 
reading the information given in the 
telegram into the above excerpt, there 
was not then and is not now any di- 
rect issue between Mr. Forster and 
Mr, Boudreau, as to the correctness 
of the etatement, and Mr. Forster is 
therefore relieved of the onus of 
proving the truthfulness of, as also 
the responsibility for originating, the 
statement. The evidence disclosed 
that Mr. Downey did tell Mr, Forster, 
in effect, that Mr, Boudreau asked for 
credit for a day, and was refused by 
him, and that notwithstanding this 
the vendor gave Mr. Boudreau the 
liquor on the 8th of November, As 
to whether credit was asked for'or not 
and liquor delivered befor® it wae act. 
ually paid for, your committee ac- 
cepts unreservedly the evidence of 
Mr. Webster, the vendor, who pro- 
duced the Dominion Drug Limited's 
cheque of date November 7th, given 
in payment of the eaid liquor, and 
who pledged his oath that he receiv- 
ed the same on the 7th, that upon the 
blank requisition for the liquor which 
Mr. Boudreau brought to the vendor's 
shop, and which was signed by Mr. 
Rowland, the chemist, he wrote in his 
own handwriting, such liquors as he 
could conveniently furnish, the liquor 
stock being somewhat low, with the 
prices thereof, and upon the price 
being thus determined Mr. Boudreau 
gave him a cheque for the amount, 
that Mr. Boudreau then took the 
requisition, eo partially made out, 
away to have it sworn. The evidence 
and exhibits show that subsequently 
th requisition, properly filled in and 
regularly sworn to, was returned to 
the vendor's shop and the liquor de- 
livered. The said cheque and the in- 
complete and complete’ requisition 
were duly identified and made exhib- 
its and are attached to the original 
copy of the evidence. 

Your committee is further influenc. 
ed by the fact that it would have been 
absurd for Mr, Boudreau to have 
asked for credit for the drug com- 
pany, in view of the fact that Mr, H. 
H. Richards, assistant manager of the 
Royal bank, where the drug company 
kept its account, produced the bank

Fish—Christina and Winnifred 
lakes have been fished successfully 
for the past two winters, Christina 
lake is within two miles of the 
track at Conklin siding and Win- 
nifred within twenty miles. Chris- 
tina can be fished in summer and 
winter and Winnifred in winter 
only on account of the haul to the 
railway. Christina is twelve miles 
long and Winifred not so long but 
of larger area. 

Buffalo lakes were fished during 
the past winter for the first time. 
They are in Saskatchewan on the 
old Isle la Crosse and Long Por- 
tage boat route. The nearest point 
is about 75 miles east of Chee- 
cham siding. Owing to the long 
haul they can only be fished in 
winter at present. The lake or 
lakes'are a large body of water in 
the form of a ‘‘V.’’ Each side of 
the ‘‘V’’ is over 40 miles in lengih. 
The width varies from eight to 
eighteen miles, ‘The water area is 
larger than that of Lesser Slave 
lake on the Dunvegan line and the 
fish are as plentiful and of as good 
quality as in that lake. 

Lake Athabasca has not been 
fished commercially but its fish 
supply has been the stand-by of 
the hunters, traders and trading 
companies of the north during 
more than a century. The distance 
from MeMurray would probably 
preclude winter fishing as the 


companies who have considered 
the matter are agreed that it is en- 
tirely practicable to deliver fish 
from Lake Athabasca to MeMur- 
ray in efficient cold storage, with a 
24-hour steamer run from the fish- 
ing grounds, In 200 miles of lake 
there would be enough fish for a 
very large business. 

The extent of the business would 


depend absolutely on the railway 
facilities and rates. If the fish 


haul would be too long. But fish |

after reaching McMurray were not 
pushed right through with cer- 
tainty to destination, of course, 
they would spoil and the project 
be a failure. Fish are caught in the 
Pacific hundreds of miles from 
port, They are brought to Prince 
Rupert, and shipped by rail 950 
miles to Edmonton on the way to 
market in the Atlantic coast cities. 
Northern white fish and lake trout 
such as Lake Athabasca produces 
are as much in demand as deep 
sea fish from the Pacific coast. 
The rail distance to Edmonton is 
less than a third of that from the 
Pacific coast to Edmonton. There- 
fore the success of the fisheries of 
Lake Athabasca depends solely on 
the railway transportation facili- 
ties and rates. But the railway 
facilities must be established and 
the rates assured before the neces- 
sary investment in steamer, stor- 
age equipment and fishing tackle 
can possibly be made. 
Lumber—One_ spruce timber 
limit has already furnished a yery 
substantial amount of traffic for 
the section of the railway south of 
Lac la Biche. That there are other 
stands of valuable timber along 
or near the line, especially where 
it follows the valley of the Chris- 
tina, is more than probable, But 
leaving that out of consideration. 
There is known to be at least one 
excellent timber limit on the Clear- 
water, well situated to be worked 
by a mill on the railway line in 
the Clearwater Valley. There are 
considerable bodies of good spruce 
well known on the Athabasca both 
above and below McMurray. From 
points np stream the logs could be 
floated down to. McMurray and 
sawn there. At points below, the 
timber could be sawn at the limit 
and the lumber brought by steam- 
er and scow to McMurray. While 
the demand for lumber is light 
just now there is no question that 


the demand will improve with 
good crops on the prairies and 
peace conditions. That all the 


spruce that can be reached by 
transportation facilities will be 
needed on the prairies within a 
few years is beyond question. 
Again providing the railway rates 
permit. 

Salt—Wells drilled for oil have 
disclosed that there are immense 
beds of salt underlying the coun- 
try immediately around MeMur- 
ray. Salt is usually produced by 
pumping brine from the-salt -beds 
and reducing it to salt by evapor- 
ation. The question of fuel is im- 
portant. Natural gas is the ideal 
fuel for producing salt by evapor- 
ation. The Pelican gas well which 
has been blowing off steadily and 
strongly for over 25 years is evi- 
dence of the presence and abund- 
ance of gas in the Athabasca river 
region, Although it has not been 
struck at McMurray there is a na- 
tural flow at Brule rapids, less 
than 50 miles from McMurray. 
Probably it could be struck at a 
much less distance. In any case the 
gas is within reaching distance of 
the salt and the salt is on the rail- 
| way if it is completed to McMur- 
ray. The nearest salt production 
to the prairies is the Michigan and 
Western Ontario salt works in the 
east and the California coast salt 
works near Los Angeles in the 
west. McMurray is nearer Win- 
nipeg than Windsor, Ontario, is 
and much nearer Calgary and 
Lethbridge than is Los Angeles. 
With minimum cost of production 
the only question as to the McMur-. 
ray salt deposits holding the trade 
of the prairie west is that of 
freight rates and facilities which 
must be settled before there can 
be investment for the actual pro- 
duction of salt. 

Lime—At the Cascade rapids, 
about twenty miles up the Atha- 
basca from McMurray, the river 
flows over a bed of limestone and 
breaks over ledges of lime rock of 
the finest quality. There is every

Fifty miles down- 
stream navigation on the Peace 
and less than 200 up-stream on the 
Rocky and Athabasca rivers would 
not prevent its being handled at 
McMurray at a competitive price 
for western prairie consumption. 
But without the railway and as- 
sured freight rates the money for 
the necessary steamers and for 
mining investment will never be 
forthcoming. 


Asphalt—The banks of the Ath-|?. 


abasca both above and below Mc- 
Murray, as well as of the streams 
entering the river, are in large 
part composed of asphalt. There is 
no such extensive deposit of as- 
phalt in sight anywhere else in the 
known world. Asphalt is a first 
necessity in street paving in the 
black soil country of the Canadian 
prairie west. Asphalt is brought 
from Trinidad in the West Indies 
by steamer. to Atlantic ports and 
then by rail half across the contin- 
ent to reach the prairie towns, The 
area of asphalt on the Athabasea 
is greater than that of the whole 
island of Trinidad.
